Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, after the dele¬ 
gates had been formally welcomed by 
Premier Tolmie. 

Preceding his a ddr es s with congratu¬ 
lations to Mr. Weir for having called 
the Ottawa conference on agriculture, 
Premier Tolmie aald the objective which 
inspired the provincial gathering of 
agricultural experts was most worthy, 
and that the outcome of the delibera¬ 
tions should be of much value In 
improving agricultural conditions 
throughout British Columbia. 

Premier Tolmie extended a special ] 
greeting to the representatives of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
and paid warm tribute to the work 
performed for Canadian agriculture by 
Dr. Orledale. when deputy minister, 
and by J. A. Wright during his term 
as dairy commissioner.

CELLOPHANE AND ITS 
MANY USES 


Much alteaUoa hat been attracted to tha im¬ 
mediate succcu attending the production of cello¬ 
phane in Canada. A new plant eitablithed at 
Shawinigan Fall*. P.Q., has not only been work¬ 
ing et capacity since it came into operation, but 
another unit is being added to (ppe with increas¬ 
ing orders. 

The use of cellophane ia being continually 
extended m many varied ways. For instance, a 
cellophane cover for fruit baskets has just been 
developed. In the pest, fruit in baskets has been 
protected by a cover of netting, which, though 
serving the purpose, has not protected the contents 
from dust. Cellophane serves the purpose of ex¬ 
posing the fruit to the view of the purchaser end 
et the same time protecting it from dust. The 
movement of fruit in Canada ia large, end e wide 
new field for the use of cellophane is thus being 
opened up. 

There ere those who believe that cellophane, 
in modified forms, will also come to be manu¬ 
factured for uses entirely different from those for 
which it was evolved. An extraordinary feature 
of cellophane is that while in the single sheet it 
can be tom quite easily, yet when doubled it is 
well-nigh untearable. and when twisted it forms 
a strand of amazing strength.

Strangely enough, or if may be naturally 
enough, pottery ii one of the thingi made by men 
which u indestructible. Once a pot hu been 
made it remains "pottery." Age and weather 
mxy change its color a little, but it is still recog¬ 
nized pottery, and if it hat misted the blows of 
chance it is still in the tame form and a pot. 

For these reasons pottery is a permanent record 
of civilization. However learned the books, or 
voluminous the statistics snd records our savants 
may produce, it is almost certain that our civiliza¬ 
tion’s story a thousand years or so hence will be 
told by the fragments of our cups, pistes, dishes 
and what not, dug up from our ash heaps and 
dumps. 

In many cases to-day fragments of pottery 
alone are all the record we have of past civiliza¬ 
tions. In the case of at least one section of the 
Maya civilization of South America the funeral 
urns and the few scraps of bone found in them 
are the only record, yet from them it is known 
that the race who made them gradually advanced 
to a very high stage of development and then 
declined. 

To us, pottery and chmaware are merely 
the every-day furniture of the table, but a little 
thought will reveal that the pottery of to^lay ia 
vary different from the pottery of our childhood. 

The pottery of the middle ages was very 
simple and crude—so was the age in which it wu 
made. At conditions of life became more settled, 
so the pottery improved. In the ornate and over¬ 
decorated period oi the eighteenth century the 
pottery was highly ornamented with hand painting. 
Thia gradually gave way to the use of machine- 
printed transfers for decoration in the nineteenth 
century marking the development and growing use 
of machinery. In the twentieth century there it a 
steady movement toward simplicity of decoration 
nnd a return to hand painting, indicating that the 
machine it being relegated to its proper place. 

That it what the pottery says, at it might be 
read by an archaeologic expert in pottery in. say, 
the year 3.000 A.D.
